Just what further steps will be taken by 
President Roosevelt have not yet been de- 
termined, but there is no doubt he will con- 
tinue his efforts to induce or force the con- 
tending sides to make an agreement. 

The two remedies most talked of in Wash- 
ington tonight are compulsory arbitration 
through new laws to be passed at a special 
session of congress, and prompt action by the 
state of Pennsylvania. 

The consensus of opinion is that it is now

Compulsory arbitration, however, is a 
feasible, practical, constitutional remedy for 
the pending difficulty, and the recommenda- 
tion of the président for the passage of such 
a law would meet with instant response. 


Discuss Troops with Root. 

The six coal presidents called on Secretary 
Root at the Arlington late in the evening and 
had a long talk with him in regard to the 
situation.

Root Sees No Right to Act.

Mitchell Makes Statement. 

The president's manner was exceedingly 
serious, and his voice showed his deep feel- 
ing. Almost immediately after the president 

d closed Mr. Mitchell arose, and, on be-

Mr. President, I am much impressed with 


} what you say. I am much impressed with 


the gravity of the situation. We feel that 


| we are not responsible for this terrible state 


of affairs. We are willing to meet the gen- 
tlemen representing the coal operators to 
try to state our differences among our- 
selves. 

It we cannot adjust them that way, Mr. 
President, we are willing that you shell 
name a tribunal who shall determine the 
issues that have resulted in the strike, and 
if the gentlemen representing the operators 
will accept the award or decision of such 
a tribunal the miners will willingly accept it, 


even if it is against their claims.“ 


Gives Time for Consideration. 
The president replied: “ Before consider- 
ing what ought to be done, I think it only 
just to both of you~both sides—and desira- 


ble from my standpoint, that you should ) 


have time to consider what I have stated as 
to the reasons for my getting you together, 
and I shall trespass so far upon your good 
nature as to ask that this interview cease 
now and that you come back at 3 o'clock. 
I should like you to think over what I have 
stated, not to decide now, but give it care- 
ful thought, and return at 3 o'clock.” 

The first session of the conference had 
lasted less than fifteen minutes. The oper- 
ators were driven to their private cars in the 
railroad yards and Mr. Mitchell and his 
party returned to their hotel. Both parties 
immediately set to work to prepare state- 


The operators decided to make separate 
responses, but before doing so had à dis- 
cussion of the general tenor of the state- 
ments they would make. It is understood

The keeping open of seventy-five public 
schools in Chicago depends on the outcome 
of the coal strike peace negotiations. Uniess 
the miners are back to work within a month 
there will be no fuel with which to heat 
many ot the buildings, and thousands of 
pupils will have to be sent home. 

“We can get along in the schoole where 
stoves are used, but I do not know what we 
will do in the buildings where furnaces are 
used, said Chief Engineer Waters yester- 
day. “ We have fuel enough to last a month, 
but if the coal strike is not settled by Nov. 1 
position." 


Cannot Supply Contract Coal. 
None of the six firms awarded contracts for 
furnishing the schools with coal thia year 
thus far has signed its contracts, because of 
the strike. They have delivered a month’s 
supply of fuel to the schools, but the chief en- 


gineer fears that they will not be ableto fur- 


nish any more coal unless the strike is set- 
tled soon. In the schools héated with stoves 
soft coal will be used, but in the seventy-three 
buildings that have furnaces bituminous fuel 
cannot be used. Representatives of the 
United States Coal company and the Federal 


Coal company appeared before the commit- 


tee on buildings and grounds at its meeting 

yesterday and explained that they would be 

unable to supply smokeless fuel until the 

strike is settled. 
No Fear of Water Famine. 

The coal famine will not be permitted to in- 
terfere with the city water supply, eyen if 
the authorities have to seize what fuel they 
need. So declared Commissiqner Blocki of 
the public works department yesterday. 

„The pumping stations must be 2 
tained no matter what happens,” said Mr. 
Blocki. “If the water were cut off there 
would be no fire protection and a water 
famine. To prevent such a condition, we 
would be justified in seizing any coal that 
could be found. The pumping stations, how- 
ever, are being cared for.and I do not antici- 
pate that there will be a fuel shortage ea far 
as they are concerned.“ 

Poor Burning Paving Blocks. 

In different parte of the city, and in the 
Ninth ward in particular, people already are 
using paving blocks as fuel. Ald. Henry 
Fick says he does not blame his constituents 
for doing %. * 

Coal dealers who sell short measure are to 
be investigated by City Sealer Quinn. With 
a force tors Mr. Quinn is looking 
into the size of the measures used by the coal 
men, and he declares that strict prosecution 
will follow the detection of any person guilty 
of fraud. Not only small measures but sup- 
posed tons of the fuel will come within the 


range of the investigation.

Smulski Leads the Fight. 

The fight on the saloon dance halls was 
pressed by Ald, Smulski, who said, however, 
that he was not particularly hostile to 
dances in which adults participate or which 
are attended by families. 

The ones I object to are those which 
teach the first lessons of, vice to girls and 
boys,“ he said. ‘‘ The girls are soon de- 
graded and the boys become criminals. It is 
these dances which are responsible for most 
of the vice inthe city. Fake raffles, at which 
young children are permitted to get intoxi- 
cated and stay until long after midnight, 
should be prevented also.“ 

One saloonkeeper protested that at a re- 
cent wedding in, his place of amusement,”’ 
at which dancing was kept up until 2 o’clock 


appeared and 
arrested the whole wedding and took the 
party to the police station. 

Ad. Kunz. opposed the plan to shut off 
permite and prevent the dances, saying: 

“In celebrating a wesding .thene people 
customarily dance all that day. and night, 
and oftem the next day and hight also, and 
perhaps the following day. Let the dancés 
at which women from downtown are present, 
in the Milwaukee avenue ‘halls, be stopped, 
but not the amusements of the poor people.“ 

Mr. Kunz, however, seemed to be almost 
alone in his views. 

Halls with Police Records. : 
While the police have had trouble with 
many of the dance halls, they point to Liber- 
hall, at on streets, and 
etropolitan at Thirty-first street and 
Fifth avenue, as being the most objection- 
able of all. 

Liberty hall has been a source of trouble 
for years. At one period of its existence it 
was maintained by a man who had a saloon 
in the same building, but after a legal battle 
the police compe.led him to move his saloon 
from the place. 

On one occasion the police stopped a dance 
at Liberty hall because the affair had been 
advertised as a benefit for a notorious 
robber who had been wounded by the police 
while in pursuit of his vocation. Within the 
last year two well known crimigals met at 
a dance at Liberty hall, quarreied, and one 
kiligd the other from ambush five minutes 
after leaving the piace.

The federated churches of the west side 
ate going down into deep and troubled 
waters when they investigate the relations 
between trades unions and ecclesiastical or- 
Wanisations.

of the trades unions of Chicago is said by 
union men to exceed 150,000. Now, a mem- 
bership of 150,000 means, with women and 
children, a body of adherents amounting to 
at least half a million. Can half a million 
people be deprived of religion simply be- 
cause churches as at present organized are 
not friendly to them? 

Of course it must be remembered that the 
Roman Catholic churches of the west side 
are crowded to the doors every Sunday 
morning. It is the Protestant churches that 
are doing the talking about the absentee 
workingman. It is, therefore, upon the 
Protestant churches that the task will fall 
of reviving among their poorer members 
that religious enthusiasm which they once 
had but which they seem now to have ceased 
to display. If the present Protestant church 
organisations are entirely for the well to do, 
can there not be new ones formed? The Ox- 
ford ritualists went into London and built 
up strong churches in previously godless dis- 
tricts. Can't their work be imitated? It 
can—under two conditions. First, there 
must be a band of devoted Protestant minis- 
ters who will live the workingman’s life. 
Seeond, there must be a certain measure of 
Christian feeling in the breast of the work- 
ingman himself. If these two conditions 
‘cannot be met what is Protestant Christian- 
ity going to do for the workingman? 


NOT YET SETTLED. 

The president yesterday met the presi- 
dents of the coal roads and the representa- 
tive of the miners’ union. His appeal to 
them to settle their controversy was brief, 
concise, and did not lack the strenuousness 
which is one of his characteristics He 
nverted all possibility of. dispute or argu- 
ment other than by forma! statements, 
by notifying his visitors that he “did 
not invite a discussion of their respec- 
tive claims ‘and positions.” They were 
given to understand that he was not speak- 
ing for the operators or for the miners, but 
for the people. He disclaimed any right 
to interfere upon legal grounds or “ upon any 
official relation that I bear to the situation.” 
His appeal was made ta their patriotism and 


based upon the gravity of the situation as it 
is now affecting people, and as it must still 
more gravely affect them if this strike con- 
tinues through the winter. Barnestly and 
impressively the president declared his opin- 
jon that “ you are required to sink for the 
time being any tenacity as to your respective 
claims to the matter at issue between you. 
In my judgment the situation imperatively 
requires that you meet upon the common 
plane of the necessities of the public.” 

Informed of fhe president’s opinions and 
wishes representatives of both sides to the 
dispute held a protracted conference, the 
outcome of which was a refusal by the 
operators to accept the arbitration scheme 
proposed by Mr. Mitchell. 3 

Perhaps, after five months of one of the 
most stubborn strikes this country has ever 
known, it was not to be expected it could 
be settled in an hour, Further developments 
will be anxiously awaited, but che thing is 
sure. 

Nven if the miners and operators do not 
voluntarily settle the strike a way of settle- 
ment will be found. 


REGISTER TODAY. 
Today is the first registration day for the 
election in November. The second day will 
be Tuesday, Oct. 14. This is a new registra- 


| tiom, and unless voters register either today 


or on the 14th they cannot vote. The fact 
that their names were on the registry lists 
at the last election cuts no figure, for the 
law calls for an entirely new registration be- 
fore congressional elections. 

It will be wiser to register today than to 
wait for the second registration a week from 
next Tuesday. It is better to do goday than 
to put off until the morrow. “ Delays are 
dangerous.” ‘The registration places will 
be open from 8 o’clock a. m. until 9 p. m. 
It should be some most unusual reason, 
therefore, that will prevent a voter from 
finding time to register.. 

The hours will suit all elasses, workmen, 
shopmen, merchants, and professional men, 
and the registration should be virtually com- 
plete today. Persons out of the city will 
have to avail themselves of the second day, 
but only absence or sickness will excuse the 
failure to register today. : 

The election is a most important one. 
Congressmen, state legislators, county offl- 
cials, and judges are to be chosen. No pa- 
triotic or public spirited citizen can afford 
to take any risk of losing his vote. It takes 
but a moment or two. Let every voter reg- 
ister.

FINES FOR BREAKING LABOR CONTRACTS. 
The Bridge and Structural Iron Workers’ 
union did a good thing for labor when it 
agreed to the fine which was imposed upon 
its agent by the arbitration committee.

Large Imports of Iron Show Inability 
of Domestic Mills to Keep Pace with 


the Demand — Cotton and Woolen | 


Goods Se Better than Usual at This 
‘Time of \the Year — Both Dun and 
Bradetreet’s See ‘Bright Outlook tor 


New York, Oct. 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s week- 
ly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Distribution of merchandise shows no 
diminution, and prospects are bright for con- 
tinued. activity... Dealers. in many lines are 
urgent for prompt shipments, calling * 
jobbers and manufacturers for goods al- 
ready overdue. This indication of reduced 
stocks is a good sign, ‘and tends to sustain 
quotations. 

Western reports are especially favorable 
and the early marketing of cotton has 
brought distinct improvement at the south. 


| Voluntary advances in wages have been an- 


nounced in a number of instances, while the 
labor situation is more satisfactory, al- 
th h not entirely free from controversy. 
17 tation facilities have improved 
in the coke region, where congestion was be- 
coming severe, and railway 138 thus far 
reported for September exceed last year’s by 
per cent. 
Coke Reaches Furnaces. 

. “ Pig iron furnaces are receiving larger 
tonsignments of coke, and there is less in- 
terruption because of fuel scarcity. The sit- 
uation is by no means satisfactory, how- 
ever, and production of iron and steel would 
expand considerably if facilities were nor- 
mal. Much of the relief has come from large 
imports, the extent of which is not gener- 
ally appreciated. During August alone pig 
iron imports were 79,447 tons, and for eight 
months 257.210 tons, valued at $4,676,649, 
while receipts of steel billets were worth still 
more. 

“Recently the purchases abroad have ex- 
tended to steel rails and structural shapes. 
Quotations are fully sustained on these prod- 
ucts, but the inéqualities of the market are 
Blown by declines in sheets, wire nails, and 
barb wire, while. the tin plates are dull, and 
efforts are still being made to retain business 
abroad by special wage arrangements. Itis 
interesting to note that a year ago tin plates 
were being imported freely because of labor 
controversies. 


Cotton Goods in Big Demand. 

Supplies of cotton goods do not accumu- 
late in first hands, the demand continuing to 
keep pace with production, which holds 
prices steady. Few export sales are report- 
ed, not through any lack of inquiries, but 
owing to the fact that sellers will make no 
co ons. Wool averaged slightly higher 
in sympathy with the London sale, but fur- 
ther declines took place in hides and leather 
has become dull. New England shoe shops 
have received large orders for winter goods, 
assuring activity for two or three months at 
some factories. 

“ Strictly commercial failures in the United 
States during the first nine months of 1902 
numbered. 8,676, with defaulted labilities of 
$85,407,400. Last year there were 8,083 fall- 
ures for $80,560,852. In 
47 failures of banks and other financial inst!- 
tutions with Mabilities of $28,027,198, against 
61° in 1901, involving $17,205,554. While the 
exhibit is less satisfactory than last year’s, 
only one other year during the last two de- 
cades made as favorable a showing.“ 

As Viewed by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet's tomorrow will say: 

In the almost uniformly favorable returns 
of nine months’ financial, commercial, and in- 
dustrial operations the only depressing note 
is the growing acuteness of the coal situation, 
which has passed out of local and state cog- 
nizance and become of national importance 
and interest. The retürns of failures, clear- | 
ings, and the other items bearing upon the 
results of the three-quarters of the year’s 
operations at hand pojnt to conditions having 
been largely favorable.

STORY OF VERONA. 
A Convenient. History ok the Old Italian 
Town. 
“The Story of Verona,” in the Medieval 
Towne series (the Macmillan company), has 
been written by Alethea Wiel and illustrated 
by Nelly Erichsen and Helen M. James. The 
record of the old town on the Adige, asso- 
elated in so many English minds with the 
two lovers of Shakspeare’s play, goes back 
to several centuries before the Christian era 
and is ‘crowded to the beginning of the past 
century with the most tumultuous eyents, 
as are the histories of most Italian towns— 
events which are now merely squad fam- 
fly brdiis among the patricians, and again 
rise to the dignity of, tragedies of national 
importance. From the days of the Roman 
empire to the eighteenth century, Verona 
played a leading part in the history of the 
Italian peninsula. Wars with other towns, 
revolts and sedition within her own walls, 
ttack, siege, and reprisal, ramine, pesti- 
sll and rapine shook her from age to age;

“ The House Opposite, a Tale of Murder 
and Detectives. , 

Elizabeth Kent has entered the Sheriock 
Holmes fleld with Sir A. Conan Doyle and 
Anna Katharine Green, and her first mys- 
tery novel, The House Opposite (G. P. 
Putnam's Sons), is quite a readable affair. 
It is the story of a murder committed in an 
apartment house in New York City, which 
engages the attention of a detective and a 
young physician who lives across the street 
and who tels the story. The physician saw 
some mysterious goings om in the fateful 
house as he sat smoking on his roof top one 
hot summer night. The man murdered is 
not identified, or at least acknowledged by 
any one in the apartment building. In the 
story there is doubt as to the victim's iden- 
tity. He may be one of two persons, and no 


one is able to account for how he came to be 


in the building where he was found murdered 
and locked in an unoccupied room. 

Two women, besides a French butier and 
his wire, are suspected of the crime, and the 
complicated circumstances on which the 


suspiciom against each is based are at times 


made to look conclusive of gui. There is a 
fairy well sustained interest for persons who 
like this sort of thing, and the mystery is 
preserved to the last, although an old reader 
gets a hint of what is coming in the last chap- 
ters. The author does not gather up all her 
loose ends or explain away everything, but 
she will learn better as she goes on writing. 
The narrative is not real and the author's 
sty.e Is too unformed to add much attractive-

t the book is not all squalor and chicanery. 
There is humor as well as low tragedy; there 
is sweet womanhood to offset masculine 
brutishness; there ig deep feeling as well as 
slangy light heartedness, and there are those 
who scorn evil as well as these who work it. 
The book is written in the language of the 
tenement house district andthe conversation, 
of which there is a great deal, abounds in the

Mr. McIntyre, whose terse descriptions and 
characterizations mark him as one having 
‘had newspaper lence, has made his 
characters live.
